It does coi require a great amount of 
political foreolgm to tell what course the 
Republicans should take which will lead 
to ceriaiu victory.

Tnerc should be thai conduct on their part 
Which would challenge the strictest scru­ 
tiny of the p.rty, and dciy the criticism ot 
the Democracy. This is the course to take 
to make the party strong and to give it a 
power which the combined forces of the 
Democratic party cannot overcome. No 
other course of action is certain of success. 


Another political character of promi­ 
nence Las passed 
away—ex-Governor 
Henry S. Foote. He died at his home five 
miles trom Nashville, Tenuesses, on Wed­ 
nesday evening. He was boro in Virginia 
in 1S0J, and when quite a young man set­ 
tled in Mississippi. Eiriy in life he be­ 
came prominent at the bar in that Slate, 
and in 1817 he was elected to the United 
Slates Senate where he served six years 
When his term expired he was elected 
Governor of the Slate over Jeff. Davis,oad 
served one term. At heart, Foote was a 
loyal man, Very moderate in his political 
Views, aud was generally fouad on tbe side 
of compromise in the discussion of the 
great political questions which agitated the 
public miud in ms day. He therefore 
spoke 
against 
disunion 
in 
1859, 
when the Southerners held a conven­ 
tion 
Kuoxvilie, Tennessee. 
Hiwcver, 
in 1861, he cast hu lots with his S.ate ani 
followed it into rebellion. 
He became a 
member of the Confederate Congress, aud 
his course there was marked by more 
moderation thau other leaders in that 
body possessed. Af cr the war he went to 
Washington to reside, and while there 
wrote a volume of his “Personal Recollec­ 
tions of Puboc Men,” which is a racy and 
interesting book. 
With thousands of oth­ 
ers, he lout all in the rebellion, and 1865 
found him in comparative bankruptcy. Ile 
became reconstructed, accept;d the situa­ 
tion, and was a sToug Union man. 
This 
led to his appointment of daperlnteadeni 
OI tho New Orjeaus 5l.nl, at a salary of 
§3.590 a year. Like most Southerners of 
prominence, pride, aud courage, Mr. Foote 
had been engaged in the “affairs of honor” 
His first duel wat wan Mr. Winston, Who 
was Governor of Alabama irom 1853 to 
1857. in this encounter, Foote was slight­ 
ly wounded ou tne lek shoulder. He ntxi 
fought with that bn.itaut young man and 
powerful orator, Sargent ti. Prentiss, and 
Foote Was again wouuded. His third and 
lait duel was with J. F. H. Claiborne, a 
Well-known politician and at one time a 
member of Congress irom Mississippi. In
